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FOREWORD 

THIS series of international bibliographies contains references to published and 
unpublished material on the subjects which lie within the fields of interest of the 
International Association for Research in Income and Wealth. It covers national 
income and wealth and their use in economic growth studies, social accounting 
and its use in national budgeting and model building, international comparisons 
and aggregations of national income and wealth, input-output studies, and 
related topics of measurement or analysis. 

The present volume brings the period covered by the series to a total of 
twenty years. The first volume dealt with the eleven-year period 1937-47, the 
second with 1948 and 1949 and Volumes III, IV and V with the years 1950, 
1951 and 1952 respectively. Like its predecessor, Volume VI (1953-54), this is 
another two-year volume and is primarily concerned with material published in 
1955 and 1956. It also includes earlier references which became available too 
late for publication in the appropriate volumes. 

The authors of this volume are the forty-two Active Correspondents whose 
names appear on pages 7-8. Each contributor assumed responsibility for 
reporting the literature published in his country for the period under review: the 
international organizations reported on the publication of their own agencies 
and provided material for countries in which the Association has no Active 
Correspondent. 

I am glad once again to have the opportunity of expressing my personal 
thanks to the international team which makes this co-operative enterprise 
possible and which has continued to select^ annotate and classify the mounting 
volume of entnes eligible for inclusion. I should like also to say how grateful I 
am to the unnamed contributors who have taken the trouble to point out 
errors and omissions in the mimeographed reports, to Mrs Patricia Tamkin 
who has done much of the editorial work connected with this volume and to 
Mrs Rose Knight who corrected the proofs and compiled the subject index. 

A large number of people have worked to make this bibliography as com- 
prehensive and as accurate and as useful as possible. The final responsibility for 
selection and presentation is mine, however, and I should be grateful if users 
would point out errors, omissions and deficiencies which could be remedied in 
future volumes.
